“Returning” to what five years ago was merely a 
lettuce patch, graduates of the past fourteen years will 
be welcomed by their Alma Mater on November first in 
the second annual Homecoming Day. Official hosts of 
the old grads will be the Alpha Gamma Sigma, honor 
society of the Junior College. Representing the faculty 
will be Dr. Hall and Mr. Lemos, faculty advisors. 


This year the celebration is ex- 
pected to exceed any previous 
record. In the fourteen years of 
its existence, the college has 
graduated a total of five hun- 
dred and twelve students. Also 
expected are the innumerable en- 
rollees who, for various reasons, 
have not received a diploma. 

History Background 

In order to fully appreciate 
the remarkable growth of our 
school, a little historical back- 
ground is in order. In 1921, Sali- 
nas Union High School found it 
had twenty-two post-graduates 
enrolled in that classification. 
When, by 1926, the number had 
grown all out of proportion to 
the courses offered to fifth year 
students, an official two year col- 
lege was organized with a stu- 
dent body of 33. The instructors, 
mostly high school teachers re- 
cruited for part time college 
work, numbered eight.

Be- 
cause of the erratic working 
hours of the visitors, the noon 
hour is considered the most con- 
venient hour for the largest num- 
ber. Everyone present at the 
luncheon will receive a compli- 
mentary ticket to the Marin 
game. 

The afternoon will be devoted 
to inspection of the additions in 


buildings and personnel, both 
the faculty and the student body. 
Every member of the Alpha 
Gamma’ Sigma, not otherwise 
engaged, will proudly act as 
guides to those who have come 
back. Each former student who 
visits for any length of time 
will be invited to register as he 
or she comes in. This will not 
only establish his identity, as a 
guest, but provide for a perman- 
ent record of alumni interest in 
the old school.

Five games have been played by the Panthers already this sea- 
son, and thus far they have scored one hundred and twenty-five 
points against twenty for their opponents, winning four and los- 
ing one. 

Manny Chappell, fiery quarterback from New Monterey and 
Gene ‘Houser, right half from Albany lead the scoring with three 
touchdowns and one conversion apiece.

The scoring -is spread over twelve members of the team, an 
amazing fact in itself. Jack Cornett has made two touchdowns, 
while Mack, Leonard, Patterson, Turner, Kennedy, Sikes, Stewart, 
Lewis have all contributed one.

Two safeties ‘have been acquired, one against Porterville and 
one against Yuba. 

SALINAS WORKS LONG GAINERS 


One of the outstanding characteristics of Salinas’ play this year 
has been the long gainers. Every game, except the Stockton debacle 
has séen a Panther back go all the way from twenty to eighty-five 
yards out, This means that on that play at least, the entire team 
has co-ordinated in such a way that the whole defense has been 
swept clean of any interference with the ball carrier. 

Last Friday night’s game was no exception, when Jack Cornett, 
taking the ball on a reverse from Kennedy, ran fifty seven yards to 
payotr territory. 

In the first quarter, Laverne Turner, gimpy leg and all, almost 
got. away, but was tackled by Mandery on a beautiful ankle tackle, 
after traveling thirty two yards. I doubt if Mandery could have 
caught Mr. Turner if Laverne’s ankle were up to snuff. 


TURNER GRADUALLY BECOMING STAR 


Gradually looming as the outstanding Panther on the gridiron 
this fall in the backfield is Laverne Turner, left half from Fresno. 
Coming into the Panther stronghold, unheralded and unknown, he 
has come to be regarded as one of the best backs to ever represent 
our school. His running is hard and fast, as well as very tricky. His 
passing is a thing to behold, the Turner to Houser and Olsen com- 
binations having struck oil many times. His presence in the” ball 
game gives his teammates confidence, 

Turner was an All-San Joaquin Valley choice along with his 
high school teammate Jim Jurkovich, who is now making headlines 
at Californa. He dominated all high school selections in Fresno 
along with Jim and was one of, outstanding luminaries on the 
championship Fresno high school grid teams for two years. We 
hope he doesn’t read this. 


WEAKNESS IN CONVERSIONS TO BE REMEDIED 


A weak link in the Salinas offense has been the manufacturing 
of points after touchdown. Seven of the tries after nineteen touch- 
downs have been successful. This fact is being remedied these aft- 
ernoons on the practice field. Every day the boys train their sights 
on the goal posts and swing their up-to-now uneducated toes into 
ares which are calculated to send the ball right through for a suc- 
cessful conversion attempt.

A little credit where credit is due: to the boys who have gone 
out for practice every day even if they haven’t much chance of 
seeing ‘action’in a ball game. These are the boys who provide the 
defense and competition for the first: stringers; who harden them 
up and help them to get into the hardest and best physical condi- 


tion possible, which is an indispensable asset to any club. Day after |} 


days these boys are the “cannon fodder” for the daily practice ses- 
sions. They are helping their team win games just as much as if 
they were in there for sixty minutes of actual play, for without 
them, the squad would not be able to get the physical and bodily 
contact without which a football team doesn’t get far. They are the 
guinea pigs for the testing of new plays and for planning defenses 
for the systems of the teams which are to be played on ensuing 
weeks. As Pop Warner once said, “the reserves are the backbone of 
any football team, whether it be a Rose Bowl contender or a medi- 
ocre outfit from Pollukka Tech.”

Placer comes to the: game to- 
night with a very imposing fec- 
ord, having lost only one game 
to date, that being to the Nevada 
frosh by a close score of 6-0.

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SOPHS TROUNCE FROSH; | 
SUPPER BIG SUCCESS — 


Climaxing three weeks of 
Whiskers and Ribbons, the an- 
nual Field Day was won by the 
Sophomore class last Friday aft- 
ernoon by a score of 51-40. The 
afternoon frolic and fun was 
topped off in the evening with 
the Men’s Club supper and whis- 
ker judging contest. 

The activities started at 12:05 
in the men’s gym with wrestling 
and boxing.contests. The first 
match on the program was a 
wrestling bout between Riggins, 
a freshman, and Neubert, a soph- 
omore. Riggins won, giving the 
Freshmen a 5 point start. 

Boxing Results 

Immediately following the 
wrestling match were the boxing 
bouts. The first fight was be- 
tween Ross (F) and Pelton (S). 
Ross won by a decision. The sec- 
ond bout was between Shively 
(S) and Pinola (F). Shively won. 
The third bout was a draw be- 
tween Overstreet and Witham, 
both Freshmen. The fourth bout 
was also between two freshmen, 
Duden and Santos, and was also 
a draw. The best fight of the 
afternoon was between Michel- 
son (S) and Buckley (F). Mich- 
elson won on a technical knock- 
out in the second round. The 
highlight of the bouts was when 
the fans were privileged to wit- 
ness a fight between two. profes- 
sionals (?), Jerry Mullen and 
Kazuo Ikeda.
